That  would  reqire  a  total 
of  $9,4  99,500  yearly  for  stenographers  and  help¬ 
ers  and  $11,397,600  for  secretaries,  a  total  of 
$-0,8^7,100  for  personnel.  Immense  as  is  the 
$360,000  yearly  for  office  rqnt,  it  sinks  into 
insignificance  compared  with  this  immense  sum, 
Of  course  this  basis  on  which  this  immense 
rharge  for  personnel  is  figured  fs  suppository  on 
my  part.  But  If  we  shall  divide  it  by  two,  or  even 
by  three,  we  shall  yet  have  a  result  of  astounding 
overhead  charges.  In  order  to  provide  $20,000,- 
000  fj>r  the  running  expenses  of  this  superor- 
ganlsation.  giving  five  percent  of  their  total 
collections  for  missions  and  benevolence,  the  de¬ 
nominations  would  have  to  raise  $400,000,000 
yearly  for  missions  and  benevolence,  which  is 
many  times  more  than  they  have  ever  raised. 

When  we  consider  what  these  gentlemen  have 
done  before  they  hare  done  anything,  there  is 
small  wonder  that  they  are  asking  for  five  per¬ 
cent  of  the  total  income  for  missions  and  benev¬ 
olence  of  all  the  denominational  for  which  they 
have  offered  themselves  as  leaders. 

The  Interchurch  Movement  U  unquestionably 
setting  Itself  up  to  make  a  big  and  .  sustained 
fl6ht  for  the  contro)  of  American  evangelical 
bodies,  though  they  ade  now  spiking  softly,  say¬ 
ing  that  they  only  want  to  help  make  certain 
innocent  surveys.  The  appetite  of  this  camel  In¬ 
dicates  that  it  will  eat  up  a  large  part  of  the 
contents  of  the  barn  while  yet  it  has  only  got  Its 
nose  .Inj.  If  we  ever  let  it  eat  its  way  In.  there 
will  not  be  much  left  for  evangelical  Christian¬ 
ity  but  the  shell,  and  we  may  expect  the  camel 
to  walk!  away  encased  in  that.  The  Intorchurch 
Hon  and  the  Denominational  lamb  will  not  lie 
down  iti  peace  together,  except  ag  the  lamb  shall 
be  on  tfie  inside  of  the  lion.

WHO  MARKS  THK  MUSKY? 

What  are  the  factors  in  production?  Adam 
Smith  (1723-1790)  will  answer,  land,  labor  and 
capital ;  land  the  answer  has  entered  so  complete¬ 
ly  into  the  thinking  of  a  hundred  years  that  It  is 
almost  Impossible  to  revise  It.  i>r.  Indeed,  to 
get  serious  attention  to  It.  It  must  be  said  with 
ail  positiveness  that  such  an  apswer  can  no 
longer  satisfy.  All  production  of  wealth  is  a  co¬ 
operative  enterprise  in  which  Gojl,  society  and 
the  Individual  are  the  co-operating  factors.  God 
contributes  all  the  original  materials  of  wealth. 
"The  sea  is  his  he  made  it:  and  hik  hand  formed 
the  dry  Iknd.”  "In  the  beginning  Gpd  created  the 
heavens  and  the  earth."  "The  oartk  Is  the  Lord's 
and  the  fiilness  thereof."  Thus  the  pjrimary  capital 
together  with  the  laws  of  nature,  including  the 
laws  of  health  and  all  Intelligent  action,  are 
God’s  contribution  to  the  Joint  product  which  we 
call  wealth. 

Society1  makes  its  contribution  lnj  two  ways:  It 
gives  to  jwealth  the  character  of  Wealth.  There 
can  be  no  capital  without  society.  Immanuel  Kant 
said:  "If  la  man  were  alone  on  the  earth,  be¬ 
tween  himself  as  person  and  all  other  objects  as 
things  thjsre  could  be  no  relation!"  That  is  to 
*ay,  Isolated  man  could  not  have  wealth.  The 
Presence  of  others  constitutes  the  opportunity  of 
exchange  and  calls  for  a  medium  of  exchange. 
If  Mr.  Carnegie,  when  he  sold  his  business  to  the 
United  States  Steel  Coropration  had  taken  hie

g  but‘on  of  the  individual.  Does  he  contribute  any- 
..  lhln6  else?  Nothing,  except  what  he  contributes 
.  “8  a  member  of  society.  One  m^n  told  me  he 

y  attempted  to  calculate  the  amount  of  his  con¬ 
tribution  to  his  own  prosperity.  He  ran  an  ice 
f  plant  electric-light  plant,  a  dairy  and  an 
1  ice-cream  factory,  and  he  was  very  prosperous. 

I  In  repeated  calculations  he  had  never  got  his  con¬ 
tributions  above  five  per  cent.,  God  and  society 
contributing  the  other  ninety-five  per  cent. 

Preachers  must  grow  the  courage  to  teach  the 
New  Testament  on  the  subject  of  money.  The 
mind  of  Jesus  is  abundantly  indicated  on  this 
subject.  "Loy  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  on 
earth"  Is  as  plain  an  Injunction  as  “Go  ye  Into 
all  tlie  world  and  make  disciples  of  all  the  na¬ 
tions.  Indeed  It  is  easy  to  see  that  the  two  in¬ 
junctions  hold  together  in  his  mind,  for  men 
who  are  bent  upon  piling  up  wealth  for  them¬ 
selves  and  for  their  children  are  not  likely  to 
be  in  earnest  in  the  task  of  bringing  the  nou- 
t.  hristian  nations  Into  disscipleship.  Whereas 
those  who  obey  the  second  injunction  "Go"  find 
that  the  first  Injunction,  "Lay  not, up,”  is  al¬ 
most  unnecessary,  for  when  one  makes  It  the 
I  aim  of  his  life  to  share  the  light  and  peace  and 
power  of  the  Christian  salvation  with  those  who 
do  noot  know  it,  he  is  not  likely  to  be  inter¬ 
ested  in  laying  up  trasure  for  himself. 

Our  people  must  be  willing  for  the  mind  of 
Christ  about  money  to  be  preached.  Indeed,  many 
(  hristian  men  are  in  real  perplexity  because  this 
teaching  has  been  so  long  neglected  in  the 
ministries  of  the  churches.  A  Chrlrstian  con- 
I  sclenc‘e  entirely  adequate  to  a  transaction  be¬ 
tween  neighbors  is  not  certainly  ready  at  once 
to  pass  judgment  on  business  transactions  that 
Involve  myriads  of  human  lives  and  run  out  in 
j  their  remoter  bearings  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

\  And  one  can  see  that  much  of  the  confusion  of 
I  our  times  is  due  to  the  failure  of  the  Christian 
|  pulpit  to  interpret  and  enforce  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  ideals  in  the  making,  handling  and  dis- 
trlbution  of  money.

Just  as  the 
attitude  in  business  toward  the  worker  baa  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  change  of  Industrial  condition,  and 
a  new  provision  fori  the  man  who  lias  grown  old 
at  his  task;  so  the  ^ew  attitude  of  our  churches 
toward  the  worn-o*t  ministers  will  bring  new 
conditions  that  will  affect  the  present  ministry, 
and  those  who  are  to  come  after,  thiough-odt 
tifeir  entire  career. 

AN  EVOLUTION 

Not  that  so  much  has  already  been  accomplish¬ 
ed,  but  It  means  a  new  beginning,  and  a  great 
purpose  to  go  on  and  on.  The  campaign  wa.  not 
a  revolution;  it  was  more  than  th.t;  It  was 
something  beter.  A  revolution  often  reacts,  and 
leaves  a  situation  worse  than  the  one  which 
created  it.  The  campaign  was  an  evolution;  a 
change  in  the  aentintent  of  the  people  from  the 
thought  of  charity,  *>  that  of  Justice  and  grit*.'

Every  man  recognizes  that  one  of  his  weak 
points  is  his  memory,  or  the  lack  of  It.  Things 
pass  in  one  ear  and  out  the  other.

"Oh!  I  forgot!”  Is  almost  a  daily  exclamation. 

It  is 
also  true  of  Incidents  In  our  past  which  we  had 
thought  of  as  ineffaceable.  We  have  to  write 
them  down  or  tie  a  string  around  the  finger. 
We  carry  in  our  pockets  a  memorandum,  which 
translated  Into  English  means  something  to  be 
remembered.  Without  It  we  are  helpless.  We 
sometimes  keep  a  diary  because  that  is 'the  only 
way  we  can  be  sure  to  preserve  accurately  the 
Incidents  and  experiences  of  the  day  that  is  past. 

We  take  pains  to  remember  or  help  the  mem¬ 
ory  about  many  things.  But  i>ow  about  the  Scrip¬ 
ture  command  to  "Remember  Jesus  Christ.”  We 
are  so  forgetful  of  Him;  so  unmindful  of  him. 
The  day  begins  and  we  rush  into  its  work  with¬ 
out  turning  aside  to  speak  with  him  and  be¬ 
speak  his  help  and  blessing.  We  rush  on  through 
the  day  busy- with  its  work  and  burdened  with 
Its  cares,  nor  wait  to  get  the  direction  of  his 
hand  or  catch  the  inspiration  and  strength  of  his 
spifit.  We  forget.  And  when  night  comes  and 
we  are  tired  and  In  a  hurry  to  get  to  our  place 
of  rest,  we  do  not  remember  Jesus  Christ.  If  he 
is  the  guest  in  our  homes  he  has  been  grossly 
neglected.  If  he  is  our  friend,  we  have  slighted 
him.  If  he  is  our  Lord  we  have  sinfully  and

BOLDNESS  THE  BEST  TACTICS 


General  Grant  tells  Ih  his  autobiography  of 
his  first  experience  in  fighting  Confederate  sol¬ 


diers.  He  acknowledges  that  he  was  qdlte  uneasy 
as  he  went  Into  the  battle  at  Ft.  Hejiry  or  Ft. 
Donaldson.  When  feeling  particularly  ikncomfort- 
able  It  occured  to  thlm  that  the  men  4nd  officers 
on  the  other  side  were  feeling  Just  its  he  was. 
Acting  upon  this  opinion  ha  attacked  the  more 
vigorously  and  boldy.  The  result,  as  everybody 
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knows,  was  the  unconditional  surrender  o|f  the 
garrison  and  the  way  opened  Into  Tennessep  and 
down  the  Mississippi. 

It  has  come  to  be  a  military  common  [place 
that  the  best  defense  is  an  offensive.  The  [word 
that  Gen.  Foch  sent  to  his  superior  officer  in  a 
critiai  battle  was  "My  center  is  broken;  my 
right  is  giving  way;  prospects  are  excellent;  I 
am  beginning  an  attack."  Later  while  he  was 
being  driven  back  and  the  hearts  of  men  were 
almost  failing  them,  his  word  was,  “Just  wait; 
we  will  attack  when  the  reserves  are  ready;  no 
war  was  ever  won  by  an  army  on  the  defensive,” 

Peter  acted  upon  this  principle  before  the 
Sahhedrin  and  on  the  day  6f  Pentecost.  He  did 
not  wait  for  the  enemy  to  bring  on  the  attack; 
he  boldly  charged  them  with  the  murder  of 
Je»us  until  they  were  pricked  In  their  hearts. 
After  healing  the  lame  man  and  being  arraign¬ 
ed  before  the  Jewish  court  he  spoke  out  In  the 
open  about  the  healing  and  gave  Jesus  the  glory 
of  it,  and  plainly  told  them  that  there  was  sal¬ 
vation  in  no  other  name.  His  boldness  amazed 
the  council  and  stopped  their  mouths  and 
brought  the  people  to  his  side.  The  rulers  said 
among  themselves.  “We  canot  deny  It,”  and  "all 
men  glorified  God  for  that  which  had  been 
dotje.” 

Preachers  and  people  alike  will  do  well  tO 
profit  by  this  method  of  Peter  and  John.  The 
apologetic  style  of  preaching  never  gets  us  any¬ 
where.  And  the  apologetic  attitude  of  Christians 
never  wins  people  to  our  cause.  Only  the  bold¬ 
ness  that  is  born  of  conviction  and  faith  can 
s  it  creed. 

Courage  is  an  inward  quality  and  boldness  Is 
It  odtward  expression.  Paul  asks  the  Ephesians 
to  pray  for  him  that  he  "may  make  known  with 
boldness  the  mystery  of  the  gospel;  that  In  It  i 
may  speak  boldly,  as  I  ought  to  speak."  This  Is 
what  the  preachers  describe  as  having  liberty  In 
preaching.  Jesus  Impressed  the  people  because  he 
spoke  with  authority.  Every  Christian  ought  to 
be  positive  In  his  own  faith  and  aggressive  In 
his  own  life.  The  compromising  attitude  Is  al¬ 
ways  a  loseing  method.  We  may  Join  In  the  pray¬ 
er  Of  those  who  welcomed  Peter  and  John  from 
Jail:  "And  now.  Lord,  look  upon  their  threat- 
enings  and  grant  unto  thy  servants  to  speak  thy 
word  with  all  boldness.” 


HOME  THINGS  HYGIENIC 


The  Bible  has  a  grat  deal  to  say  about  health. 
The  Old  Testament  puts  a  great  deal  of  emphasis 
on  the  laws  of  sanitation,  or  the  way  to  pre¬ 
serve  physical  health.  The  New  Testament  puts 
the  emphasis  upon  spiritual  health  and  Paul 
makes  frequent  use  In  some  of  his  epistles  of 
the  Greek  word  from  which  our  English  words 
hygiene  and  hygienic  are  borrowed.  True  this 
particular  word  does  not  appear  In  any  of  the 
versions,  but  is  rendered  ”4>und”  or  “health¬ 
ful”  or  “healthy:’  the  two  latter  words  being 
preferred  by  the  American  Revisers. 

There  are  several  things  he  insists  shall  be 
kept  in  good  healthy  condition.  You  may  speak 
of  a  man  being  sound,  or  you  may  speak  of 
special  organs  in  his  body  being  sound.  So  you 
may  speak  of  the  man's  being  healthy  or  sound, 
or  hygienic;  or  you  may  speak  of  his  spiritual 
qualities  and  faculties  or  parts  being  sound. 
So  Paul  speaks  of  "sound  doctrine”  (or  health¬ 
ful  tjeachin)  and  of  "sound  speech"  or  “sound 
words'*;  also  of  "sound  doctrine";  and  "sound 
In  faith,”  or  love  or  patience. 

It  would  seem  that  these  things  correspond 
to  our  vital  organs  and  must  be  therefore  most 
carefully  looked  after  and  kept  In  good  healthy 
condition.  One  must  be  sound  in  faith: 

1.  Faith  Is  used  in  the  Scriptures  to  Indicate 
both  the  act  of  the  mind  in  believing  and  the 
truth  which  he  believes;  both  the  laying  hold  of 
the  word  and  the  content  of  the  word  which  we 
accept.  It  Is  we  call  subjective  and  objecti 
what  goes  on  In  the  man  and  what  is  contained 
In  his  creed,  tl  takes  both  these  things  to  make 
one  sound  in  faith.  The  thing  he  believes  must 


be  according  to  truth,  it  must  not  be  false  or  mis¬ 
taken;  and  his  mind  must  apprehend  it  clearly, 
his  conscience  must  approve  and  accept  it  posi¬ 
tively  and  his  will  must  adopt  It  as  the  guiding 
principle'  in  life  and  basis  of  eternal  hope. 

There  are  many  people  whose  views  o(  truth 
are  hazy,  whose  attitude  toward  It  is  uncertain 
and  confused.  They  have  not  found  out  for  them 
selves  what  the  word  of  God  teaches,  or  they  have 
not  accepted  and  followed  It  consistently.  They 
have  allowed  themselves  to  think  or  say  that  it 
doesn't  matter  or  is  not  important  or  non-essen¬ 
tial.  Their  faith  has  a  crack  in  it  and  is  not 
sound.  *  j  '  \ 

2.  Paul  speaks  of  Sound  Doctrine,  called  in  the 
American  version  also  healthful  teaching.  The 
teaching  and  the  faith  go  close  together.  The 
teaching  must  be  clear  and  unmistakable.  The 
healthful  teaching  is  another  name  for  the  gos¬ 
pel.  It  Is  health  gtvljng  or  hygienic,  because  It 
produces  the  right  kind  of  living.  Sound  doctrine 
will  include  clear  statement  of  the  fundamentals 
of  Christianity  .such  as  the  dlety  of  Christ,  the 
substitutionary  atonement,  the  inspiration  of  the 
Scriptures,  the  personal  ministry  of  the  Holy 
Spirit;  the  ordinances  of  baptism  and  the  Lord's 
supper.  But  it  does  not  stop  with  these.  It 
teaches  these  in  such  way  as  to  make  them  fruit 
in  right  living,  for  Paul's  amplifies  the  idea  of 
sound  doctrine  or  hygienic  teaching  by  saying 
that  the  aged  man  be  temperate,  that  aged 
women  by  reverent,  not  slanderers,  etc.  There 
is  no  way  of  producing  and  perpetuating  spirit¬ 
ual  health  except  by  faithful  teaching  and 
preaching  God's  truth  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ 

3.  Again  he  speaks  of  sound  words  and  sound 
speech.  2  Tim.  1:13  and  Tl.  2:8.  This  describes 
the  use  of  the  right  kind  of  words  and  arguments 
Inpresenting  the  word  of  God  or  representing  the 
Lord  Jesus.  The  writer  once  heard  a  man  preach 
who  seemed  to  have  the  truth  of  God  In  his 
heart  but  he  devil's  language  on  his  lips.,.  He 
seemed  to  have  a  personal  experience  of  the 
grace  of  God  and  the  blood  of  Christ.  He  had 
them  correct  In  his  faith  and  mind,  but  his 
manner  of  presenting  them  offended  many  peo¬ 
ple  by  his  coarseness.  A  lady  found  It  difficult 
to  stay  In  the  house.  He  had  probably  lived  so 
long  In  the  devil's  dominions  and  spoken  so  long 
the  language  of  Ashdod  that  he  could  hardly 
get  away  from  it.  The  savor  of  the  pig  sty  was 
upon  him.  Paul  said  to  a  young  preacher,  Hold 
the  pattern  of  hygienic  words  which  thou  has 
heard  from  me.  The  langauge  of  a  Christian 
should  not  awakened  in  others  the  emotions  of 
hell. 

4.  Two  other  hygienic  things  may  for  the  sake 
of  brevity  be  mentioned  together.  Paul  says 
(hat  faithfulness  In  adhering  to  hygienic  teaching 
will  produce  hygienic  love  and  patience.  Read 
Titus  2:1-2.  Theke  qualities  he  wishes  to  develop, 
that  the  aged  man  be  sound  or  healthy  in  love 
and  in  patience.  One  is  sound  In  love  when  love 
becomes  the  controlling  motive  In  his  actions, 
do-iminatea  his  life,  subdues  all  other  emotions 
and  casts  out  all  Improper  emotions.  Love  Is  also 
capable  of  Improvement.  A  man  cannot  be  a 
healthy  Christian  if  his  love  for  Ood  and  man  Is 
not  in  good  working  "order.  He  is  like  a  man 
with  a  sour  stomach  or  a  torpid  liver.  We  will 
be  controlled  by  love  or  by  selfishness  and  envy. 
We  will  be  lovely  or  unlovely  according  as  our 
hearts  are  sound  In  this  matter. 

Patience  is  the  long  suffering  of  love.  It  is  the 
steadfast  continuance  in  the  right  course  when 
all  apparent  motives  would  stop  us  and  only 
the  hidden  fire  of  love  keeps  the  engines  at 
work  which  push  our  ships  over  rough  seas  and 
against  counter  currents.  If  there  is  genu  In*  love 
there  will  be  patience  to  the  end.  All  other  things 
fail  but  love  never  quits.  Patience  is  the  test 
of  the  soundness  of  Jove.  Spiritual  hygiene  Is  as 
necessary  as  the  sanitary  laws  for  our  bodies.

We  must  come  In  touch 
willing  to  give  something  of 
ourselves.  Paul  is  not  the  only  one  who  could 
say,  “We  seek  not  tours  hut  you." 

Two  things  must  enter  into  our  effort  to  help 
others.  There  must  ^>e  wisdom  and  there  must  be 
sympathy.  Both  of  these  things  need  the  know¬ 
ledge  that  comes  fr<  m  personal  acquaintance  and 
personal  touch.  Mr.  Jno.  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.,  has 
shows  wisdom  In  taking  the  workmen  and 
women  into  bis  rondels  and  sympathies  in  those 
corporations  In  whl^h  he  Is  Interested.  Only  thus 
can  he  get  the  workman's  point  of  view  and  do 
wisely  and  Justly  by  them.  Much  well  meaning 


effort  to  help  pepplel  has  fallen  short  and  in  some 
cases  has  done  haijm  by  being  done  unwisely, 
often  confirming  ope  in  poverty  and  beggary 
Instead  of  lifting  hlip  up  by  the  hand  and  putting 
him  on  his  feet^  where  he  can  make  hts  own 
way.  So  called  charily  may  destroy  character  and 
undermine  manhooA  It  is  a  good  thing  Peter 
had  no  silver  and  gold  to  give.  It  resulted  In  ' 
the  man  being  put  jvhere  he  didn't  need  it.  and 
where  his  soul  was  filled  with  gladness  and  his 
lips  with  praise. 

But  the  touch  of  [  Peter's  hand  was  not  only 
wisely  used,  It  was  the  evidence  of  genuine  sym¬ 
pathy  that  puts  [hint  In  touch  with  the  man  he 
helps.  We  must  lidentify  ourselves  with  those  we 
would  hql]{,  not  keep  ourselves  aloof  from  them 
or  hold 'ourselves  above  them.  A  man  e*eus- 
tomed  to'  work  With  prisoners  found  he  could 
not  help  a  man  until  he  got  Inside  the  cage  and 
tpok  him  by  the  hand  or  sat  beside  him  on  his 
bunk.  Even  Jesus  had  to  take  upon  himself  the 
nature  of  man,  that  he  might  bear  their  infirm¬ 
ities  and  bring  many  sons  unto  glory. 


HATKFTL 


This  Is  a  word  that  children  use  frequently 
with  a  good  deal  of  emphasis  and  emotion. 
There  Is  no  mistaking  the  meaning  of  it  when 
you  hear  them  speak  It  through  closed  teeth. 
But  It  Is  also  a  Bible  word.  It  Is  used  as  one  of 
the  characteristics  of  heathen.  "Living  In  malice 
and  envy,  hateful,  hating  one  another,"  Titus 
3:3.  Also  Romani  1:80.  "Hateful  to  Ood,”  or  as 
in  the  margin,  "Haters  of  Ood.” 

This  expression  Is  almost  a  climax  of  iniquity, 
it  la  such  an  utter  akid  confirmed  perversity  of 
character  as  to  curdle  all  the  milk  of  human 


kindness  and  turn  tl^e  sweet  fruits  of  love  Into 
the  vinegar  of  hate.  It  Indicates  a  set  and  al¬ 


most  Incurable  state  F  hostility  to  whatever  Is 
good  and  gentle  and  amiable.  It  expresses  an  un¬ 
endurable  condition  of  loveleaaness  that  turns  a 
smile  Into  a  frown  and  laughter  1  na  sneer. 

This  is  an  ugly  picture  from  which  any  whole¬ 
some  person  turns  ajway  with  aversion,  glad 
as  If  to  escape  a  fearful  nightmare.  But,  dear 
friends,  do  you  realise  how  easy  it  is  for  any 
one  of  us  to  acquire!  this  state  of  mind.  It  Is 
close  kin  to  demonlsip.  bu  the  devil  can  easily 
get  the  upper  hand  of  us  and  controll  our  habits 
of  thought  and  our  speech.  The  devil  is  railed 
an  adversary.  That  la  he  Is  against  everybody 
and  everything.  He  Is  |be  spirit  of  contradiction. 
It  is  easy  for  us  to  acquire  this  disposition  to 
take  the  other  side,  to  find  faults,  to  discover 
error,  to  take  pleasures  In  differing.  In  merely 
being  perverse.  It  Is  human  nature  at  Its  worst. 

The  cure  for  this  unloving  and  unlovely  con¬ 
dition  is  the  love  of  jChrlst.  How  we  need  to 
know  by  experience  thft  "the  love  of  Christ  con¬ 
st  rai  net  h  us!"  "Wte  lore  because  be  first  loved

I  called'  on  a  business  man  one  morning  and  as 
I  got  ready  to  leave  had  a  short  prayer.  He 
phoned  bis  wife,  saying:  "What  do  you  think;  Dr. 
Cox  has  been  to  see  me  and  had  prayer  in  my 
office.”  Why  not  have  prayer  in  the  office  as 
well  as  in  the  church  or  the  home?  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  I  have  had  prayer  in  the  private  office 
of  every  mayor  that  lias  held  office  in  Memphis 
since  I  have  been  here,  If  he  has  been  in  office 
as  long  as  90  days,  and  without  exception  these 
men  have  received  such  ministry  with  apprecia¬ 
tion. 

The  text  emphasizes  not  only  the  importance  of 
"abiding  in  Him,”  but  tells  us  how  to  abide  in 
Him” — “As  little  children."  John  was  very  fond 
of  this  expression,  •'little  children.”  He  often  used 
it  Of  course  he  did  not  mean  necessarily  those 
who  were  children  in  years,  but  those  who  had  the 
child  heart.  Joseph  aPrker  used  to  be  fond  of 
saying  that  those  men  who  had  the  child  heart 
were  the  greatest  people  in  the  tk°rld.  Glad¬ 
stone,  the  great  statesman,  was  great  because  he 
had  the  child  heart.  Noah  K.  Davis,  the  world's 
greatest  logician,  testified  late  in  life  that  he  had 
prayed  ever  since  a  boy  that  prayer  his  mother 
taught  him.  “Now  I  lay  me  down  to  sleep,  I  pray 
the  Lord  my  soul  to  keep,  and  if  I  pfiould  die  be¬ 
fore  I  wake,  I  pray  the  Lord  my  sodf  to  take.” 

The  Generalissimo  of  the  allied  forces  is  great¬ 
est  of  all  because  he  has  the  child  heart.  Stone, 
wall  Jackson  wag  never  so  great  to  his  officers  as 
when  they  saw  a  handkerchief  hanging  outside 
his  tent  Indicating  that  he  was  at  prayer  and  was 
not  to  be  disturbed.  Because  he  had  the  child 
heart  and  was  able  to  ‘[abide  in  Him”  he  could  be 
a  stonewall  against  hi*  enemies. 

We  can  abide  in  Him  everywhere  and  always 
if  we  will.  A  man  took  the  numerals  from  his 
watch  and  plced  there  instead  the  letters, 
CHRIST  IS  L  0  li  D.  He  said,  “No  matter 
what  time  it  Is  I  know  Christ  is  Lord.”

We  borrowed  Rev.  G.  S.  Jenkins 
from  you  for  two  years.  When  we 
were  seeking  a  pastor  two  years  ago, 
my  good  Bro.  Will  Lowrey  wrote  me 
that  they  would  dislike  to  see  him 
leave  them,  but  if  he  went  to  us,  we 
would  be  delighted  with  him.  We 
found  It  as  he  said  and  what  he  says 
goes  a  long  way  with  me. 

The  conditions  of  Bro.  Jenkins' 
pastorate  were  not  normal;  soon  after 
he  came  to  us  a  bright,  pretty  baby 
girl  came  to  take  up  her  abode  with 
him  and  his  good  helpmate  which 
took  much  of  their  time  that  they 
could  and  would  have  used  In  pas¬ 
toral  work.  He  came  here  on  a  prop¬ 
osition  of  91,000  per  year  and  -home 
furnished  free,  however,  we  paid  him 
$1,100  the  first  year  and  $1,200  the 
second  year  and  called  him  unani¬ 
mously  the  third  year  with  a  salary 
of  $1,500,  but  he  felt  that  he  was 
called  for  work  at  his  former  charge 
and  declined. 

Bro.  Jenkins  is  nn  able,  conscien¬ 
tious,  eminently  scriptural  minister, 
trusting  to  the  Spirit  to  make  the 
Wort)  successful.  This  principle  of  his 
preaching  made  him  sound  in  doc¬ 
trine,  able  In  council,  strong  in  lead¬ 
ing  this  church  and  three  afternoon 
appointments  in  all  Interests  fostered 
by  the  denomination,  Including  the 
75  Million  Drive.  Quite  a  number  of 
additions  have  been  added  to  the 
church  membership  here  and  It  led 
the  association  in  contributions  until 
this  year  when  Quitman,  under  the 
leadership  of  Rev.  C.  M.  Morris  took 
the  lead.  We  could  probably  have 
kept  Bro.  Jenkins  with  us  and  away 
from  his  first  love,  If  the  membership 
had  assembled  themselves  together 
for  worship  as  they  convenanted  to  do 
so  that  he  could  preach  to  them,  Some 
of  us  were  commercialized;  some  had 
cars  and  Sunday  seemed  thd  only 
day  they  had  to  use  them;  some  had 
visitors  or  visiting;  for  some  the 
weather  was  too  hot  or  too  cold;  It 
was  too  wet  or  too  dusty;  some  had 
to  work  too  late  on  Saturday  night 
to  get  up  In  time  for  services;  some 
felt  that  going  to  8unday  school  or 
the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  would  take  ths  place 
of  preaching  service  where  the  gos¬ 
pel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  Is  pro¬ 
claimed  and  I  fear  that  some  needed 
a  good  case  of  religion  to  enable  them 
to  desire  spiritual  food.  These  reasons 
kept  many  from  hearing  their  pastor 
preach  after  he  had  labored  hard  to 
prepare  a  message  for  them.  This  I 
think  had  Its  influence  In  his  decision 
to  accept  the  call  of  Union  and  Prov- 
(device  churches.  Now  this  should 
serve  notice  on  these  two,  and  all 
other,  churches  for  that  matter,  that 
conscientious  men  of  God  expect  their 
membership  to  carry  out  their  part  of 
the  contract  when  they  contract  to 
preach  for  them. 

The  Influence  of  Bro.  Jenkins' 
righteous,  consecrated  life  during  the 
two  years  spent  here  is  evidenced  in 
the  lives  of  many  of  our  people  and 
the  memory  of  his  ministry  here  will 
be  a  bright  spot  in  our  lives.  May  God 
In  his  wisdom  see  fit  to  spare  this 
faithful  servant  for  many  more  years 
service  In  proclaiming  the  gospel  of 
the  Crucified  Christ.
